(Editor’s note: I would like to thank Steve for his letter and informative ar- 
ticle. It was a real treat receiving this in the mail just as I was finishing this 
issue of the Bulletin.) 


In these times of ever - increasing inflation, people are always looking for 
investments that will keep their savings from wasting away to nothing. Here in 
Birmingham, I have found a hedge against inflation that I suspect holds true to 
the rest of the country as well. That investment is Canadian silver dollars. 

In this area, the average Canadian silver dollar goes for around $4.50, as 
opposed to $7.50 for its U.S. counterpart. The Canadian silver dollar contains 
.6582574 ounces of silver, while there are.77344 ounces of silver in the U.S. 
cartwheel. Therefore, at the selling prices named earlier, an ounce of silver 
gained by the purchase of the Canadian dollars would cost the buyer $6.83. 
The same ounce of silver garnered through the purchase of U.S. dollars would 
cost $9.69. With silver values being what they are, the advantages of buying 
Canadian over American are obvious. 

Why Canadian dollars are so much cheaper is open to speculation. In my 
opinion, it is due to low collector interest and greater supply than demand. In 
many cases, it is cheaper to buy Canadian dollars of lower mintage than 
comparable U.S. issues. Whatever the reason, it would be a good idea to check 
into this area before prices rise too much more.

Join In The Spirit Of St. Louis 


ANA IN ST. LOUIS IN 1979 ) 

The American Numismatic Association and the St. Louis based Missouri 
Numismatic Society are determined to have the 1979 ANA convention in St. 
Louis, no matter what obstacles arise. Most interested collectors probably 
know of changes in the location and dates announced several months ago. 
Now there’s the probability of another change - but only a minor one. 

To accomodate another group and to effect a substantial monetary saving to 
ANA, the closing date may be changed to Thursday, August 2. This would 
mean a five-day convention instead of the previously planned six days, and 
there would be some changes in the programming of activities. 

However, at this writing the ANA has not reached a firm agreement with the 
management of the Cervantes Convention and Exhibit Center in St. Louis. 

St. Louisans will be recalling the Louisana Purchase Exposition held there 
75 years ago this summer. Special exhibits and programs related to the Ex- 
position and a medallic tribute to it and the Louisiana Purchase will be 
highlights of the week’s activities. 

The traditional PNG (Professional Numismatists Guild) Day will be 
Saturday, July 28, preceding the opening of the convention proper on Sunday. 
This event is open to PNG members and their invited guests, as usual. 

Among other special activities during the five (?) six (?) days will be a 3000- 
lot auction conducted by New England Rare Coin Auctions of Boston. Most 
specialized collector groups will hold their own meetings, and there will be 
sightseeing trips, entertainment and social features. 

The bourse and exhibits and related activities will be in the spacious Con- 
vention Center on Delmar Blvd. between 7th and 9th Streets in the downtown 
area of St. Louis. In addition to being right in the shopping and business area, 
the Center is less than a mile from the Mighty Mississippi and the famed 
Gateway Arch, and only about ten blocks from Busch Stadium, home of the 
St. Louis Cardinals. 

Housing of visitors will be in two nearby hotels with continuous free bus 
service for registered guests between the hotels and the Convention Center. 
Stouffer’s Riverfront Towers will function as convention headquarters but 
some, particularly bourse dealers and exhibitors, may favor the Sheraton 
Hotel just across Seventh Street from the Center. Incidentally, Stouffer’s is 
only two blocks from Busch Stadium and Gateway Arch. 

Special room rates for ANA convention guests will be in effect at both 
hotels with very slightly lower rates at Stouffer’s. A special rate card that is 
good for either hotel is available from Convention Chairman Bernice F. 
Stevenson, 19 Roclare Lane, St. Louis, MO 63131, or from Convention Co- 
ordinator Ruthann Brettell, PO Box 2366, Colorado Springs, CO 80901. 

Both hotels require the receipt of room requests not later than July 8. Nearly 
every year a few late comers are disappointed in not getting the kind of ac- 
comodations they want or due to being unable to get in the convention hotel at 
all. Collectors are urged to make reservations early - cancellations can be made 
at no cost up to 24 hours prior to scheduled arrival time. 

The experimental scheduling of activities, a first at last year’s convention in 
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Houston, met with general approval and will be in effect in St. Louis. In the 
main, the bourse and exhibits dominate the noon until evening hours; business 
meetings, trips and specialized group meetings are scheduled in the forenoon; 
and auction sessions, the educational forum and social events are evening 
activities. 

Exhibits of unusual interest are being planned, both by individuals and at 
the behest of the convention committee. One that can be announced at this 
time is the Aubrey Bebee 1913 Liberty Head nickel. This is the specimen that 
the late and colorful J.V. McDermott owned and circulated so freely at 
conventionals and meetings prior to his death in 1966. 

When asked what the coin was worth, ‘‘Mac’’ would reply, ‘‘I just turned 
down an offer of $XXXXX for it.’’ True, the dollar figure varied from time to 
time but certainly never exceeded one-tenth of today’s valuation.
